Amcrican Explorer Involved ? 


Poking, Sept. 12, 

What has happenod at Urga? 
Considerablo mystery surrounds 
recont ovonts in that city, some 
sensational roports stating that 
all foroign ‘rosidents havo boon 
mado prisoner, whilo othors‘allay 
alarm by roporting that a big 
blizzard swopt,the district but oll 
is now well. : 

The only real news itom, to 
reach Ticntsin, says a rovont moug- 
ago, has come by way of Moscow 
and Borlin, and it status that 
thoro has been a’ revolution, pro- 
sumubly  onginoorod by tho 
Bolsheviks, Foreign residents 
woro mado prisoner, hut for what 
reason is not cloar. 

A Poand T. Tones representa: 
tivo, as roported on ‘Thursday, 
was told by an Urga merchant 
that what really: happened was 
that. a blizzard had interrupted 
communication, and that the 
alarmist reports aroso from tho 
fact that no tolograms had boon 
rocoived. Anothor foroigner who 
hos just returned to ‘Tiontsin from 
Urge said yosterduy that ho bas 
reveivod tologiams from Urga 
dated Soptember 8, Y and 10, and 
that there js no montion of any 
trouble. ron 

Tho only- foroiguors in Urga, 
with the oxception of tho Chap- 
man Androws oxpedition, are the 
ali the yoar round residents, and 
thoy play no part in local politics 
and would not bo likoly to bo af- 
foctod by any rovolution.

Such ao declaration in regard to

THE POSITION EXPLAINED. 


In viow of the foot that quite 
anumbor of pcoplo aro at a loss 
to undoratand why tho quostion 
of tho enforcomont of prohibition 
in the Philippinos ghould only 
now be ongaging attention, 
Telegraph  ropresontative has 
mado ‘enquirios horo to-day’, as a 
rosult of which it ts possible to 
publish a short oxplantion of tho 
mattor. 


It appoars. that ‘when prohibi- 
tion was mado tho law of the 
United States in 1920 the pooplo 
in the Philippino Istands claimed 
that {§¢ did not. affect that 
territory. Tho mattor has beon 
engaging tho attention: of tho 
United States’ law, officora and 
Courta over since, and it has only 
juat recently been deorced that 
the prohibition: Jaw is. solf- 
effective in the Philippine Islands. 
This moans that the Philippines 
must go “dry” though such o 
decision is being opposed on tho 
ground that {t is an intorforonce 
with tha independence of tho 
Filipinos. : 
> Bo far as’ehipping is concorned 
(and that is what’ most intdrosts 
us hore in Hongkong), the various 
American Consuls hava been 
instructed from Washington that 
they cannot issuo bills of hoalth 
to ships going to the Philippiacs 
whioh carey liquor for bovorage 
purpasos, neithor can thoy cortify 
tho ship’s invoices. In’ apite of 
this ‘fact, however, a Reuter 
mossago from Manila yesterday 
stated that evon if Amorican 
Consuls continuo to rofuso 
issuing billa of health to liquor 
carrying ships, such ships will 
bo pormitted ontry into tho 
Philippines. on the paymont of 
a merely nominal: fino of ton 
pozos. 

With rogard to British ships, 
such -as tho Empress boats and 
othore, itis as woll to romombor 
that in May of this year a Troaty 
was toade botwoon tho United 
States and Groat Britain, whore- 
by British ships carrying liquor 
could ‘ontor Amorican ports ond 
torritorial wators pfoviding all 
such liquor was placed under 
soal before ontry. In this way, 
tho enforcomont of prohibition in 
tho . Philippines should not 
seriously affect British shipping.
